The production of “The Emperor 
Jones” will be in the experienced hands 
of James Light, who directed the original 
production of the play and who has been 
responsible for this revival on its present 
summer tour. The numerous tropical set- 
tings have been designed by Hugene 
Fitsch with special lighting effects creat- 
ed by Mr. Light, Mr. Fitsch and Henry 
Lincke of The Cape Playhouse technical 
staff. 

Paul Robeson needs little introduction 
to American theatregoers and concert 
patrons.
